States was not wholly responsible far 


heavy submarine losses during the 
two months immediately following 
the entry of the United States into 
the war. 

Admiral Sims said adoption of the 
convoy system marked the turning 
point of the war and that the allies 
had to wait for American co-opera- 
tion before the plan could be made 
effective. 

“The convoy was adopted by the 
allies experimentally about May 21, 
1917,’ he said. ‘“‘The United States 
was asked to furnish 14 cruisers for 
escorts. No-cruisers-were furnished 
for many weeks and then only seven. 
Our delay was extremely costly. 

“Our destroyers and othér ships 
should have sailed the night we de- 
clared war, and there was no good 
reason why they should not have 
done so. If they had, 2,500,000 tons 
of shipping would have been saved, 
and the United States would have 
had an army of 1,000,000 men _ in 
France by May 1, 1918. The fact 
was that, after we declared war, 
many American ships had to be 
placed in dry dock and repaired be- 
‘fore they could be sent tg the war 
zone.’

Action Ordered Against ‘President 
of East Prussia. ° 
By the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 23.—The Prvus- 
sian Government has ordered dis- 
ciplinary proceedings, with imme- 
diate suspension from office, against 
August Winning, President of East 
Prussia, and three other cfficials of 
the Koenigsberg Government. Simi- 
lar measures will be taken against 
President Paule and one othe: offi- 
cial of the province of Schicswig. 

Spartacist proclamations appeared 
on the streets yesterday. One poster 
bore the headline, ““The Red Flag,” 
and was signed: “The Communist 
Party.” It declared the people were 
dissatisfied with the return of the 
Ebert Government and _ protested 
against military control of the city.

Hamburg and Bremen were quiet 
and no rioting is reported in East 
Prussia, Silesia, Schleswig and the 
greater part of Saxony. Baden, 
Wuerttemberg and Bavaria are also 
quiet.

If it ever does 
exist it will be true law, sanctioned 
by force, authorized through perma- 
nent courts superior to nations. 
These will be courts of law and not 
courts of arbitration. 

Courts of Law and Arbitration. 

‘Courts of arbitration are super- 
ior to nations, but there are two im- 
portant differences beiween courts 
of law and courts of arbitration. 
Courts of law have permanent com- 
pulsory jurisdiction, while courts of 
arbitration have only temporary 
jurisdiction by special consent of the 
litiganta. Furthermore, courts of law 
make decision according to settled 
rules, while’ courts of arbitration 
make decisions according to tem- 
porary expediency. 
“If supernational law ever exists 
ft will probably start with a limited 
field of justiciable questions, leav- 
ing a much larger fieldsgof nonjusti- 
clable questions to be handled as at 
present, through diplomacy, concil- 
lation and war. This is the view of 
ex-President Taft. The second step 
will be a gradual extension of the 
field of justiciable questions by 
means of supernational legislation. 
Senator Root has pointed out the 
importance of some such provision. 
In no country have any lawyers 
made more valuable contributions to 
the subject of supernational law

{| To towns suffering from the handicaps of traction 
‘bankruptcy, exorbitant fares and poor service, a re- 
cently published balance sheet of San Francisco's mu- 
nicipal stréet car system will look attractive. 

Three bond issues of $1,900,000, $120,000 and $3,500,- 
000 for its construction have been authorized, of 
which $5,481,000 worth was fssuéd. A certain per- 
centage of each issue must be retired annually, and 
to date $603,000 worth of bonds has been redeemed 
under this clause, leaving $4,973,000 worth outstand- 
ing. In addition, 11 miles of extensions has been 
built, at a total cost of $1,745,758, from profits, and 
in cish, Liberty Bonds, city bonds it has on hand $1,- 
645.177. Appraised on the basia, of original cost, the. 
eity now has a 58-mile system, worth $3,300,000 more 
than its indebtedness. Im respect to taxation and 
other things the municipal system is operated on the 
same terms as the private system and has paid higher | 
wages. If the system can do this with a considerable | 
interest charge, what could it do if its indebtedness

It is no secret that, with the prospect of Judge 
Dyer’s retirement during the last year or two, the 
contingency of a purely political appointment to fill 
the vacancy has been viewed with a very genuine 
sense of solicitude. And this anxiety was not only 
felt among members of thé bar, but by laymen as well 


as the guardians of our constitutional rights. With 
the announcement of Judge Faris’ appointment there 
was @ suspension of judgment owing to the fact that 
he was little known in St. Louis, although he had 
served on the Supreme Court of the State. It is safe 
to say that public judgment has now been formed and 
that no uncertainty lingers_as to the wisdom of his 
selection. 

In reviewing the cases that have come before him, 
two are found of such force and timeliness as to give 
rise to’ widespread comment and approval. The one 
was an alleged profiteering case under the Lever 
act, In which a less courageous man might have felt 
the influence ef sentiment or prejudice; the other was 
a liquor case, to which the Post-Dispatch has referred. 
Both involved constitutional guaranties for the pro- 
tection of the individual. In the former case, decilar- 
ing the law void, he said: 

Does it (the Lever Act) Inform the accused of 
the nature and cause of the accusation against 
him, as the sixth amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States requires? I cannot be brought 
to thfnk so, gentlemen. Briefly, this statute 
makes it a felony for any person willfully te 
make any unjust or unreasonable charge in deal- 
ing in amy necessary: It nowhere defines what 
is unjust or what shall be deemed unreasonabie. 
It leaves it to the jury te find what particular 
thing it is tbat the law has made a felony. One 
jury might very well say that a profit or charge 
of one cent. a pound on sugar. above the cost and 
carriage, is unjust and unreasonable, and so a 
felonious act; while another fury might say that 
a charge of 25 cents was net unfust and wn- 
reasonable. No criminal statute, gentlemen, ought 
to be so vague and uncertain as that the citizen 
cannot at any given moment know whether he is 
a felon or a patriot. 

In the second ease Federal officers had sefzed a 
quantity of liquor en the defendant’s premises with-, 
out a search warrant. In restoring the liquor to its 
owner Judge Faris cautioned the officers against 
overzeal and concluded orally with the following: 

The Fourth amendment to our Constitution, tn 
part provides: 

“The right of the people to be secure tn their 
persons. houses, papers and effects against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures shall not be 
viclated.”” To permit the seizure in this case to 
stand, which was made without a search war- 
rant, would, in effect, reduce this pertion ef the 
amendment to meaningless words. It is not only 
my eworn duty to upheld this, as well as all 
other provisions and amendments to the Con- 
stitution, brt at this time when some of our 
courts seem prone te treat lightly these almost 
sacred guaranties, it is my pleasure as well. 
Following immediately on this decision, National 

Prohibition Supervisor Kramer issted general instruc- 
tions against searches without warrants and against 
raids without the approval of the United States at-/ 
torneys. Ae 

It is unfortunately true that in many places the | 
Constitution has fallen inte disrepute, particularly | 
where it obstructs the fervor of the zealot and the | 
fanatic. With a few more vigorous and able men 
of the type of Judge Faris im our Federal judiciary | 
we could hope for a speedy reassertion of the great) 
charter of our liberties.

If we are not to have peace by formal treaty, let | 
us have it by some other action. Peace and the end 
of the irksome war code are new prime essentials of 
national wellbeing. 


During the first 15 days of the present month the |

St. Louis must keep up to its transportational re- 
quirements. If it fails it loses its trade sovereignty 
to that extent and hands opportunity over to some 
other city. With the greatest river in the world flow- 
ing past our gates, it is inconceivabie that we should 
fail. But it ts only by utilization of the river, in 
co-operation with the railroads, that we can meet our 
hinteriland’s necessities and achieve our own destiny.
